The Hon. Ian A. Mackenzie, Minister of Veterans Af- 
fairs, has announced in Vancouver that housing will be 
placed under one minister instead of three as at present. 


The Rt. Hon. J. L. Isley, M 


inister of Finance, has long 


been the minister responsible, while the Hon. C. D. Howe 
was in charge of Wartime Housing and Mr. Mackenzie was 
recently in charge of Veterans’ Settlement plans. 


For fifteen years the 
try has been practically non 


housing construction indus- 
-existent in Canada, due to 


several features, the all important one being ffhance. 


Ten years ago an effort was made to provide 5 per cent 
loans under the National Housing Act to encourage home 
building, but this measure is only available to some 20 per 
cent of the families desiring decent and comfortable homes, 
as under the terms of the Act a family must earn not less 
than $2,150 a year to meet the payments without upsetting 
the economy of the household, which means that no one 
can afford to spend more than one-fifth of his income on 


shelter. 


Mr. Ilsley has had full knowledge of these facts for 
many years but has stubbornly refused to provide a sub- 
sidy to meet the desperate need of 80 per cent of the fam- 
ilies in Canada who do not earn any such income. 


The City of Edmonton, the Alberta government, the

Ian Mackenzie have all tried 


to meet this desperate need and have met with some 
measure of success, but only for those families in the higher 
paid of the 80 per cent class. The lower paid of the 80 
per cent cannot qualify under any plan now available,

rental homes so desperately needed for the returned Ser- 


vicemen and the civilians in 


the lower income categories. 


Private enterprise would go bankrupt if it tried to build 


such homes to rent at from 


$18 to not more than $25 a 


month, which is all that these families can afford.

gently in need of furniture and, 
household equipment was announc- | 
ed yesterday by the veterans’ de- 
partment. 

PRICES BOARD regulations now 
mecessitate a carrying charge if 
payment for such goods is not made 
within a 30-day period, but this 
period is to be extended to 90 days 
for veterans who intend to use their 
re-establishment credit to purchase 


furniture and household equipment | 
in any case authorized by the de- 
partment. 

“Due to the time lag between the 
date of discharge and the date re- 
establishment credit becomes avail- 
able, many veterans must purchase 
their furniture under regulations 
involving carrying charges,” the de- 
partment explained. “The new ar- 
rangement {s designed to save them 
such charges.”

It is contemplated 
that in the opening up of the great 
territory to the north there will be 
calls for work in pioneer areas. I 
therefore close this message with 
the plea that the co-operation you 
so gladly and devotedly gave dur- 
ing the war will be continued in 
the year ahead.” 

Mr. Roper told the society of a

same locality up to that time had 
given considerable difficulty to 
both the National and Regional War 
Labor Board and the terms “gross 
inequality or gross injustice” was 
introduced in an effort to simplify 
administration. 


The national board, which sets 
the policy to be followed by re- 
gional boards in the various prov- 
inces, laid down the principle that 
serious differences had to be shown 
between the wages for which in- 
creases were sought and those with 
which a comparison was made to 
warrant increases under the 1943 
order, 

THE NEW ORDER with its re- 
vised clause provides opportunity 
for a new interpretation and the 
board’s interpretation of that clause 
may determine the future course of 
unions which appear about to 
launch wage increase campaigns. 

Under the new order the boards 
may also approve increases which 
appear “reasonable in the circum- 
stances,” but this is tempered by 
the provision that increases shall 
be “consistent with the mainten- 
ance of existing prices of the goods 
and services which the employer 
sells.” 

Freedom in collective bargaining 
between the employer and em- 
ployee on such matters as vaca- 
tions with pay, off-shift differen- 
tials, hospital and pension plans 
are considered of secondary im- 
portance to the sections of the 
amended order dealing with basic 
wages.

The street cars have been operat- 
ing over the bridge for more than 
30 years, and there has not been a 
single serious accident, and in that 
period no passenger over the 
bridge has been injured. 

He said to reject the proposal 
would bé to throw the entire con- 
version plan out of gear. 


ALD, J. M. DOUGLAS, support- 
ing the motion, said that the rails 
on Whyte avenue from 104 street 
east had been removed, and the 
routing of trolley coaches over the 
high level bridge was the only way 
in which a South Edmonton loop 
could be maintained.

Some flatly 
refused to make the trip until time and ex- 
perience had shown it to be safe. 

The cars have been running over the | 
bridge for 35 years. None of them have 
fallen off, or been blown off the rails. When | 
occasionally a car has stalled there, because 
of lack of power or some mechanical defect, | 
nothing in the nature of a disaster followed. 
Mhe passengers just got out and walked the 
rest of the way, or waited until another car 
‘was sent to pick them up. The bridge has | 
been found to be one of the safest sections of 
the whole street railway system. 

Naturally enough, many people are now 
Skeptical about the safety of replacing the | 
cars by buses on the bridge run. Mainly be- 
cause a bus does not run on rails, with a | 
flange to keep the wheels from swerving. | 
Also because, the bus being lighter than a 
street car, it is feared that the wind might 
bowl it over, or cause the wheels to climb 
out of their concrete troughs. 

This is a matter which a layman is poorly 
qualified to settle. It is just another instance 
where in modern life he has to trust to the 
judgment of the expert. We did that when | 
the cars started running over the bridge. 
Time has shown that the engineers were 
right. It will have to be done again if the 
question of running buses over the bridge | 
is to be settled on a basis of engineering | 
knowledge, and not just by supposition and | 


F apprehension.

Any | 
saving that can be made by adapting them to 
peacetime purposes will be all to the good. 

With housing scarce as it is in every cen- 
tre in the Dominion, it should be possible to 
utilize a good many of the buildings for tem- 
porary living quarters, Even where location 
or construction leaves much to be desired for 
permanent dwelling places, temporary shel- 
of some sort is better than none. 

When the public demand has been met, it 
is to be supposed any remaining buildings 
will be made available to private purchasers. 
That would be the logical course. It may | 
also be supposed that a reasonable time limit 
will be placed on the priorities given to public

Something new is involved in the pro- 
posal to go back to sunflower-growing, 
which has been on the decline hereabouts 
for some years, The object now is not to fill 
up the silos, but to make up the shortage of 
shortening. Oil squeezed out of the seeds can 
be tised as a substitute for lard and butter 
and whatever other kinds of grease the 
housewife and the baker put into pastry. 

In fact Ottawa says the shortening out- 
look is positively bad and a big crop of oil- 
yielding sunflower seeds is urgent on that 
account. From the tone of the statement it 
seems to be a choice between a good crop of 
sunflowers next summer and a scarcity of 
dough-nuts, cakes and pies next winter. That 
should help to stir up interest in the subject.

It is fairly possible that the last of the 
returning from, England 
next month will pass on the way the first 
consignment of Hitler's former troops en 
route from Canada to Britain. The evacua- 
tion of the 34,000 German prisoners of war 
is expected to be a lengthy process, extend- 
ing over some months. 

In Canada many of these men have been 
employed in lumber woods and in sugar beet 
fields, drawing pay set by international con- 
vention. In Britain, according to report, they 
will be employed in repairing damages done 
by Nazi raiders and robots, presumably at a 


The two classes of employment are essen- 
tially different. In Canada the men have 
been helping to create wealth, and it is fair 
that Canada should stand the wage bill. In 


| Britain they will be restoring property which 


was wantonly destroyed by themselves or 
their comrades—a good deal of it in contra- 
vention of the established rules of war. Is 
Britain to have to pay for this restoration 
job? 

Canada got value for the wages paid to 
the prisoners of war. If Britain has to pay 
their wages there, it will be out both the 
wages and the use-value of the property the 
prisoners or their comrades destroyed. The 
wage-bill should in fairness be added to the 
reparations claims which Britain makes 
against the Reich. 

If Russia is paying the Germans who are 
rebuilding its war-wrecked cities, Stalin 
must have changed his mind in the last year. 
And he probably hasn’t. 


The Prices and Trade Board has 
squelched another of those whispering cam- 
paigns about an imminent reduction in but- 
ter rations. The ration allowance is to stay 
as it is during February. March allowances 
will be set when March arrives and the 
supply situation is known. 


Alberta now owns an airplane, the public 
works department having bought a Norse- 
man from the War Assets Corporation. It 
will be used to ferry officials who have to 
visit northern points remote from railways. 
Further use may be found for it in scouting 
timbered areas when forest fires are on the 
rampage. Some of the provinces have been

Now don’t get me wrong—I like my 
meat, sugar and butter as much as

TORONTO, Feb. 1.—(CP)

THEY QUIETENED down and

Opocensky accepted the ruling.

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Canada Gets 
Art Collection 


TORONTO, Feb. 1—(CP)—Dark- 
eyed and vivacious for all her classi- 
fication as a medieval art expert, 
Yvonne Hackenbroch of the British 
Museum staff confessed Thursday 
to one unwomanly trait—she held 
@ secret for six years and didn't 
tell anyone.” 

The secret was the donation of a 
priceless art collection by Viscount 
Lee of Fareham to the University 
of Toronto’s Hart House. It was 
sent to Canada early in 1940 but 
the announcement was withheld 
until some three weeks ago on 
request of Lord Lee, 

“I’ve waited for this visit for six 
years,” said Miss Hackenbroch, 
whose presence was necessary be- 
fore the treasure could be unpack- 
ed, “I knew in 1939 that I was com- 
ing to Canada but I didn’t tell 
anyone,” 

Miss Hackenbroch revealed that 
her “woman’s touch” with art ob- 
jects prompted Lord Lee's stipula- 
tion that the collection not be un- 
acked until she was there to cata- 
ogue it. For this reason it has been 
buried in vaults since its arrival.
